Col. Monzon is 
Named Head in 
Bloodless Coup 


New Chief Ousts 
Communists; to 
Deal with Rebels 


GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala 
flit—The fourth government in 36 
hours took over Guatemala in a 
bloodless coup today and im m ed­ 
iately expressed willingness to deal 
freely with anti-Communist rebels 
led by Col. Carlos Castillo Armas. 
Col. Elfego Monzon. a former 
non party 
minister without port­ 
folio in the fallen government of 
President Jacobo Arbeni Guzman, 
em erged as the Guatemalan lead­ 
er after a hectic night of shuffling 
of powers. 
He succeeds as head of a new 
military junta Col. Carlos Enrique 
Diaz. 
Diaz first set up a government 
with himself as president, after 
the resignation of President Ar- 
benz. 
Late 
Monday 
Diaz 
formed a 
three-man junta in an effort to 
retain his power, which promptly 
was challenged by Colonel Castil­ 
lo’s rebels.

The collapse of Diaz cam e at j 
4:30 a rn. today when Monzon, who 
had been third man in the short­ 
lived junta, took over in a blood­ 
less coup. 
Thus Guatemala saw four gov­ 
ernm ents within 36 hours. 
Monzon promptly lifted all cen 
sorship in the country. 
He freed 
the political prisoners of President 
Arbenz’ regime. 
He ousted all 
Communists from office and sent 
them 
scurrying for cover—some 
into political asylum and others 
into hiding. 
Then he announced his intention 
to deal with the rebel forces in 
bringing about a cease fire in the 
nation’s 11-day-old revolution. 
It was believed here that the 


I result will be the restoration of a 
stable government and normal con­ 
ditions within Guatemala within a 
short time. 
It was Diaz’ refusal to deal with 
the rebels and his announced de­ 
termination to continue the fight 
ing that brought the downfall of 
his regime. 
Colonel Castillo accused him of 
retaining in his government many 
of the 
Guatemalan Communists 
and of acting in bad faith. 
Diaz was given an ultimatum by 
Castillo to purge his regime of all 
Communists, place them under ar 
rest and make contact with rebel 
i ew 
veterinarian headquarters to discuss term s be- 
the shots to dogs fore 8 a. rn. Monday. 
Diaz belatedly outlawed the Com­ 
munist party, which earlier had 
endorsed his new regime. 
But he 
did not make contact with Castil­ 
lo’s headquarters, and the Reds 
were not placed under arrest. 
Castillo then made good on his 
threat to attack the capital by air 
if his term s were not met. 
The bloodless coup which toppled 
Diaz came a few hours after rebel 
planes bombed and strafed Guate­ 
mala City. 
The declaration by Monzon that 
he would negotiate with the rebels 
was expected to result in an early 
halt to the fighting. 
This was further indicated by the 
absence of further rebel air activ­ 
ity following the fall of Diaz and 
the absence of military communi­ 
ques from either side, indicating 
that ground activity also was at 
a standstill.

she was taken after the shooting 
Monday. 
F rederick 0. H am m er. 46, was 
held under $10,500 bail on charges 
of assau lt with intent to kill his 
wife and horse race ow ner and 
train e r Woodrow W. Long. 
Ham 
m er also was charged with c a r r y ­ 
ing a deadly weapon 
The wild shooting m elee in the 
crowded paddock at the Delaware 
P ark 
Race 
T rack 
clim axed 
a 
string of m arital troubles that be 
gan in 1949, two y e a r s a fter their 
m arria ge. In that year sh e c h a rg ­ 
ed that H a m m er beat her aboard 
their yacht on which she said he 
held he r prisoner for eight days off 
the Florida coast. 
She filed suit for divorce in Lex 
ington last May and her attorney. 
H arry Miller Jr., said that he had 
planned to put her case on the 
docket there today.

The $175,OOO in punitive d am ag e s 
w as 
believed to

largest libel aw ards ever m ade in 
the I nned States. 
Rey nolds had sued for $500,000, 
charging that a 
1949 colum n by 
Kegler had defam ed his courage 
.md m oral- and im paired his abil­ 
ity to ( arn a living The trial lasted 
sex on w eeks. 


Reynolds, who was in the court 
room when the lory announced its 
verdict said he was “ very h ap py ”

Kegler had left the courtroom 
shortly after the ju ry retired. His 
attorney.
